In response to Applicant's argument filed 08/14/08, the 35.U.S.C 101 is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's definition of "means" including 
a hardware component. 

Applicant has argued that Forman does not describe changing, removing, or adding commands to any of the four interfaces, However, 
Foreman, as disclosed at column 2, lines 12-25, teaches each control object is editable by a user by citing "a first of the plurality of 
selectable interfaces is an interface for making capturing commands available to a user for receiving motion video information to be edited." 
Applicant has also argued that Foreman does not teach an application program to acess a graphic file containing control objects and to 
display a control element. However, Foreman teaches a simplified interface (the application program) can be provided to assist in editing, 
such as maintaining the video display window at a fixed position. Further, applicant has argued that Foreman does not teach each control 
object independently editable relative to a different control object. However, Foreman teaches a first of the plurality of selectable interfaces 
being an interface for making capturing commands available to a user for receiving motion video information to be edited. A second of the 
plurality of selectable interfaces being an interface for making editing commands available to a user for editing the received motion video 
information. A third of the plurality of selectable interfaces being an interface for making playback commands available to a user for 
outputting the edited motion video information to an external device... It is clear that each of the interface located in a different layer has a 
different video information to be edited. Video information of the first interface is independently edited to video information of the second 
interface being edited. 
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
